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Telephone Workers Become Bankers 


By Leo Moruts anv Les Krxe 


OUR hundred and thirty telephone 
employees in Vancouver and 140 in 
Victoria are now “bankers” in their 
own right and are successfully operat- 
ing their own banking and loan organiz- 
ations. These amateur banks are the 

Van-Tel and Victel Credit Unions. 

A Credit Union is an association of 
persons, united by a common bond, 
joined together in a co-operative en- 
deavor for the following purposes: 

1. To encourage THRIFT by provid- 
ing a safe, convenient, and at- 
tractive medium for the investment 
of the savings of its members. 

2. To provide industry, climinate 
usury, and increase the purchasing 
power of its members by enabling 
them to borrow for productive or 
other beneficial purposes at reason- 
able cost. 

8. To train its members in business 
methods and self-government, and 
bring them to a realization of the 
value of co-operation. 

The Credit Union is used by its mem- 
bers to accumulate their savings and to 
make loans to cach other from their sav- 
ings. A board of directors, elected by 
the members, controls the policies of the 
Credit Union. A treasurer is appointed 
by the directors. He takes care of the 
business details. A credit committee is 
elected by the members and they pass 
applications for loans. Each year at 
an annual meeting, the members review 
the business of the Credit Union and 
vote on policies. Officers are elected at 
that time. 

The financial soundness of the Credit 
Union is safeguarded in several ways: 
1. By incorporation under the Credit 

Union Act of B.C. 


2. By a supervisory committee which 
monthly inspects the books inde- 
pendently of the treasurer. 

8. By an annual inspection of the books 
by the Provincial Inspector of 
Credit Unions. 

4. By bonding the treasurer. 

Since the Credit Union is run some- 
what like a club, most of its members 
know each other, officers serve without 
pay, and the expenses of doing business 
are kept quite low. 

With the above thought in mind and 
feeling that there was a field for a 
Credit Union among the employees of 
the B. C. Telephone Company, a group 
from the B. C. T. E. E. O. secured a 
charter of incorporation November 12, 
1940, and thus was born the Van-Tel 
Credit Union. 

The initial membership was 49 and 
the capital was approximately $200. 

Following the Van-Tel Credit Union 
was the Victel Credit Union, chartered 
December 16, 1940. 

The first Credit Union on the Ameri- 
can continent was started in Quebec in 
1900. There are now 10,000 Credit 
Unions in the United States with 
4,000,000 members and assets of over 
$50,000,000. In Canada, there are 
over 1000 Credit Unions with 15,000 
members. 

The success of the venture by the 
Vancouver and Victoria employees is 
evident from the fact that in the short 
period of two years the Van-Tel Credit 
Union has grown to a membership of 
480 and is increasing monthly. We take 
pride in the fact that Van-Tel is now 
the second largest Credit Union in 
British Columbia, being exceeded only 
by Stry Credit Union—(Street Rail- 
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Jack Borrie (left), switchboard construction 
foreman, and his airman son, Alan. 





way Men). Van-Tel now has assets of 
over $22,000, and the growth of Victel 
operated by the Victoria telephone em- 
ployees, has been just as successful, with 
a membership of 140 members and assets 
now over $6000. 

Friendly rivalry to maintain the lead 
exists between the Street Railway Men’s 
Credit Union and the Van-Tel. It is 
the desire and ambition of the Van-Tel 
to enrol employees who are not yet mem- 
bers and so become the largest Credit 
Union in British Columbia. Applic 
tions for membership or further in- 
formation can be obtained from any of 
the officers or the treasurers: Leo T. 
Morris, 410 Bower Building, Vancou- 
ver, or W. H. Sturrock, Victoria. 

Both Credit Unions are ing the 
United Nations’ war effort by the pur- 
chase of Victory Bonds, realizing that 
only by defeat of the Axis can Credit 
Unions continue to function. All mem- 
bers are also urged to purchase Victory 
Bonds to the limit of their resources. 
Deferred payment for the purchase of 
these bonds is willingly arranged by the 
Credit Unions.
